PASSES AWAY 


Leavenworth, Kan., June 
9.—Mrs. 
Oarrie Nation, 66 years old, who gain­ 
ed celebrity by bur use of a hatchet 
in the cause of prohibition, died at 7 
o’clock tonight here in the Evergreen 
•Sanitarium She wa* admin d to the 
sanitarium Jan. 22, 
suffering 
from 
nervous breakdown. 
Although it has been reported Sev­ 
ern I times since she cam.- here that 
■she was dead, her death was not ex­ 
pected until several days ago. At noon 
today she passed into a comatose con­ 
dition, from which sh** did not revive. 
Mrs. Notion en th * sanitarium was 
incapable of even managing her own 
business affairs. All trace of the bold 
prohibition worker had 
disappeared 
when her iron constitution began to 
fail, and she spent 
the 
last 
five 
months of her life in seclusion, no 
one but relatives and hospital attend­ 
ants being al towed to se** her. 
When told several days ago that 
she would die -Mrs. Nation made no 
comment. Only Dr. A. L. Suwalksy 
and a nurse were with her when 
death came. 
Mrs. Nation’s entry into fame was 


in 14146. fiiep maiden name was Car­ 
rie Moore, and as a girl, it is said, 
she was absolutely fearless. In her 
early life she married a man addicted 
to the use of intoxicants, which creat­ 
ed in her an intense aversion to the 
saloon. When he died she determined 
to devote her life to the suppression 
of the liquor traffic. Later she looted 
to Kansas and marri<*d David Nation, 
who sympathized with her temper­ 
ance principles. 
Mrs. Nation’s IFArot saloon smashing 
was dune in the bar room of the 
Carey Hotel in Wichita Dec. 27, LPM). 
She was ar rested and r mained in jail 
several days before she was releas­ 
ed on bond. 
On Jan. 21, 1901, armed with her 
favorite weapon—a hatchet—Mrs. Na­ 
tion made another raid in Wichita. 
This time abe smashed two saloons. 
During the next three months Mrs. 
Nation surprised the sa loon keel* rs ip 
various Kansas towns, appearing un­ 
heralded and leaving a trail of ruin­ 
ed har-roL'm fixtures wherever abe 
went. 
'Remarkably few saloon men 
u s .cl 
violence in resisting Mrs. Nation, al­ 
though abe was attacked and badly 
hurt while wrecking a bar at Enter­ 
prise, Kan. 
By this time tin* state of Kau sa- 
was ’n a ferment. Aroused by the 
spirit of the dauntless woman from 
Kentucky, the people began to de­ 
mand that all the saloons be closed. 
Smashing parties w<*r«* organized a! 
over the start p. As a result, of the av­ 
ital i'n till Es were passed by th 
leg­ 
islature which strengthened the state 
prohibitory law. 
Erratic as her life has been. Mrs, 
Nation was responsible for the great­ 
est, temperance awakening in Kansas. 
Mrs. Nation, after her activity in 
Kansas, became a lecturer ani th*
